The essential characteristics of these 
series of arithmetics lie **in their pre- 
servation of what was good in the old 
methods and in their harmony with 
modern pedagogical theories," and in 
their adaptation to modern business 
methods. 

The author, at present Professor of 
Mathematics in Teachers' College, Co- 
lumbia University, has a wide and 
varied experience, extending over forty 
years of actual teaching, especially of 
the mathematical branches. His know- 



ledge of tlie history of mathematical 
seien ce is not less extensive, his library 
containing, it is said, the largest num- 
ber of arithmetics of any in the country. 

In the preparation of his series Prof. 
Smith has been guided by his experience 
gathered in the schoolroom, as well as 
by his knowledge of former methods 
and present needs. 

In the selection of the problems con- 
tained in the books, the author coUected 
material and adopted methods from the 
Statistical and surveying departments 
of our government and has, in the main, 
considered our industries and resources, 
thus securing mental discipline through 
problems which are real and involve 
vital questions of the day, from the 
Standpoint of the business man, the 
f arm er, and the mechanic. 

Prof. Smith's method consists in a 
combination of the Spiral method and 
the old time plan, which presented im- 
portant chapters but once. In his ar- 
rangement by grades he has recognized 
the prevailing courses of study in all 
the large cities in the country. 

The importance of the Computing 
habit, the lack of which in our present 
generation is so often bewailed, has not 
been lost sight of by the author, the 
numbers being both large and small; 
large in such problems as pupils meet 
in their geography, newspaper reading, 
etc. 

The books are published in three 
series of two or three books each, in 
Order to suit the requirements of vari- 
ous school Systems. They are neatly 
bound and illustrated and each series is 
complemented by a Handbook for the 
use of the teacher.
